MECCA. Sept. 29. (SPA) — The Institu- 
tional Board of the World Muslim League 
has called on Iraq and Iran to stop their fight- 
ing and open negotiations to settle the differ- 
ences between the two Islamic countries. 

1 he board expressed its unhappiness over 
the conflict, in cables to Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein and Iranian President Abolhas- 
san Bani-Sadr. The cables focused on the 
shedding of “dear" Muslim blood when the 
Islamic world is facing considerable chal- 
lenges. 

The board urged Muslim leaders to pre- 


serve the potential of their countries to con- 
front enemies of Islam. 

Such conflicts do more than merely open 
the door for other problems in the region, the 
cables said. They deprive the Islamic coun- 
tries of strength needed in the fight for Pales- 
tine. as well in the path toward progress 
throughout the Islamic world. 

Finally, the cables, added, the conflict 
could allow for interference by the super- 
power who are eager to protect their inter- 
ests in the area.

BAGHDAD. Sept. a9(AP) — Iraqi Pres- 
ident Saddam Hussein announced Sunday 
Iraq was ready to cease Are and to open 
negotiations with Iran directly or through a 
third party “to find a just and honored solu- 
tion that guarantees Iraq's rights and 
sovereignty," 

In a speech broadcast by Baghdad radio 
and television on the seventh day of the 
Iraq- 1 ran war. President Saddam warned 
against foreign intervention, saying Iraq and 
the countries in the area were capable of - 
guaranteeing security, free navigation and 
the legitimate rights of world countries in the 
region. He also demanded that Iran return to 
the Arabs three small Islands of Abu Moussa 
and Greaterand Lesser Tunbs in the Hormuz 
Straits. The islands were occupied by Iran 
during the former Shah's rule in 1971 . 

Hussein said Iraq's conditions lor negotia- 
tion with Iran were: 

*■ — Iran's open, legal and actual recogni- 
tion of Iraq's legitimate and historic rights in 
its land and waters. 

“—Its adherence to the policy of good 
neighborliness, and abandoning racist, 
aggressive and expansionist trends. 

"—Iran's abandoning its evil attempts to 
intervene in the internal affairs of the region. 

“Its return of every inch it usurped from 
the land of Iraq and viewing Iraq's rights. 
Iran's rights and the Arabs' rights on these 
bases and respect of laws and international 
principles." 

The president reiterated that Iraq was 
ready to stop all military operations if Ira- 
nians accepted Iraq's demand for border 
adjustments. 

Among other changes Iraq demands 
acceptance of Iraqi sovereignty upon the east 
bank of the Shat-al-Arab waterway. Under 
the 1975 the border between the two coun- 
tries run down the middle of the waterway 
which serves as a channel for ships using 
Basra and Khorramshahr, the main ports of 
Iraq and Iran respectively. 

"Iran should look to Arab and Iraqi rights 
from this perspective and respect interna- 
tional law*, norms and charters” he said. 

“While we declare our willingness to stop 
military' operations if the other side abides by 
(these demands) and on the basis of these 
concepts, we repeat that our forces will 
deliver firm and deterrent counter action 
against any attempts by Iran to continue the 
aggression and war operations. " the Iraqi 
leader said. 

He said he had taken ” positive and 
responsible stands " on mediation attempts 
made by Islamic and other friendly countries 
Iraq will do the utmost for the success of these 
initiatives, in order to reach a peaceful set- 
tlement " on the basis of the principles we 
mentioned, " he added. 

But he criticised ” certain Arab quarters " 
for offering their good offices between Iraq 
and Iran. He said they should have taken 
Iraq's side since the matter concerned 
“ usurped Arab land," or at least should 
have kept silent. 

Without identifying them president Sad- 
dam also said some Arab countries supported 
Iraq, and other whom ** shamelessly" sup- 
ported Iran. 

He said the Iraqi forces had accomplished 
their mission in the Iranian border area and 
the province of Khuzestan with speed and 
efficiency. Referring to the Iranian port of 
Khorramshahr as “ the pearl of the Shut! 
al- Arab. " he repeated Iraqi claims to have 
captured it and said it “today shook off 
mourning and donned victorious Arab 
robes. " 

He said the war against Iran was originally 
designed to defend Iraq's honor, sovereignty 
and legitimate interests. -- At the same time it 
was a decisive battle for the Arab nature of 
the Gulf and to deter expansion of Persian 
ambitions in it and to ensure its full indepen- 
dence of international powers and to secure 
stability." the Iraqi president said. He 
warned other countries not to try to exploit 
the situation by intervening in die region's 
affairs. 

“ The countries of the region are capable 
of protecting their integrity and safeguarding 
freedom of navigation and ensuring the 
legitimate rights of all countries of the 
world. " he said. 

In an address which carried the flavor of a 
victory claim. President Saddam praised his 
land, sea and air forces for bravery and 
declared Iraq's invading troops had com- 
pleted their mission by seizing control of key 
southwest Iranians towns.

Sept. 29 f AP) - Gold prices 
slumped at the start of business in Europe 
Monday in active trading, while the dollar 
was firm acains: most world currencies. 
Heavy liquidation in New York and the far 
East, beginning last Fridav . spilled over into 
the stun of the week's bullion trading, dealers 
said. 

Gold reached eight- month highs around 
$820 an ounce early last week after the out- 
break oi war between Iraq and Iran its threat 
Western oil supplies. But amid conflicting 
reports on the extent of the fighting, profit 


Analysts cautioned, however, 
that this was no more than technical reaction 
and the outlook for precious metals remained 
bulllish.

Iraq accepts 
Council call 

UNITED NATIONS, Sepr. 29 (R) — Iraq 
informed Secretary General Kurt Waldheim 
Monday it accepted the Security Council's 
call Sunday nigbt for an end to the fighting 
with Iran, the country's special emissary here 
said. Jsmat Kittani. under-secretary in the 
foreign ministry, said he delivered the reply 
to Waldheim and he expected the text would 
be released shortly. 

Asked if Iraq's response was conditional, 
he said it was "very positive." Bui he dedined 
to give any details in advance of the offidaJ 
release of the text. 

The Security Council unanimously 
adopted a resolution late Sunday calling on 
Iran and Iraq to stop fighting and accept help 
in settling their differences. The resolution, 
drafted by Norway and sponsored by Mexico, 
called on other countries to avoid widening 
the conflict, supported U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim's offer io help work 
out a settlement and asked him to Report in 48 
hours on the result of his efforts. 

Speaking right after the vote, Waldheim 
/nid his ability to meet that deadline “may 
depend on the response of the parties." He 
appealed to them "to respond as soon as poss- 
ible. ”

■end anybody to sit in on the debate, which lasted over an 
hour and a half. 

U.S. Deputy Secretory of State Warren Christopher has 
warned Moscow not to use the Iranian- Iraqi conflict as a 
pretext for a military intervention in Iran. “We would be 
strongly opposed to any dismemberment of Iran." Christ- 
opher said, adding, “the VS. would regard any effort by 
the Soviets to move into Iran with the utmost gravity"’ 

' ' I hope they will understand their own self- interest and 
exercise restraint with respect to Iran.” the deputy dip- 
lomatic chief said during a television interview. Christ- 
opher expressed his concern over what he described os 
escalation of the conflict during the past few days. 

In the United States a review prompted by the war 
showed current oil supplies to be plentiful. Energy 
Seraeiaiy Charles Duncan said in a statement Sunday after 
weekend meetings with executives of 17 U.S. oil com- 
panies and British. French. Italian and Japanese officials 
in Washington, “oil supplies are plentiful and under pres- 
ent dmimstances the situation is manageable. There is 
general agreement that with continued restraint we should 
be able to maintain a high degree of stability in die interna- 
tional oil market." 

The Soviet Union expressed grave new concern Sunday 
night over the Iran-Iraq conflict, warning that the fighting 
.is undermining the national liberation movement in the 
Middle East. A commentary by the news agency portrayed 
[he war as a serious blow to the struggle against "imperial- 
ism and Zionism" and also said it Could lead loan increase 
in U .S. military forces in the region. As in previous Soviet 
commentaries. Toss avoided choosing sides between the 
warring powers. 

East Germany has underlined its strict neutrality in the 
conflict by printing war reports of precisely equal length , 
frixn Baghdad and Teh ran Following the practice of the 
post few dan. newspapers quoted Iranian and Iraqi news 
agencies and radio stations for their opposing views on 
developments in the war without adding any independent 
comment or explanation.

Amid the signing of big contracts and 
expanding business dealings with foreign 
companies, people have started feeling a 
great need for native legal consultants of 
good caliber. As the need is pressing, a 
number of business concerns and other 
departments have employed non-Arab 
legal consultants. Consequently, the court-* 
try is flooded with a large number of noa- 
Saudi legal experts. 

If we were to make a comparison bet- 
ween an alien legalist and a native one, we 
would undoubtedly acknowledge that a 
’Saudi Arabian would be quite at home 
with the customs of bis country and the 
thinking trends of its people. His loyalty to 
tile country win be a natural thing, .and he 
would always place the inrerest of his 
country and its people before his eyes. 

In feet, tiie Kingdom needs to open 
lawyers' bureaus for training in legal mat- 
ters. Admitting that every law graduate 
does not become a lawyer, as every medi- 
cal graduate does not become a surgeon 
just by reading and observation, it seems 
to be a matter of vital necessity that a law 
graduate undergoes practical training of at 
least two years under an expert advocate. 

As far as I know, the study of law and 
the legal profession havp not received 
enough attention yet. The students of all 
other branches of knowledge axe sent 
abroad for advanced studies, but this is not 
the case with the law students in our coun- 
try. This situation prevails despite our 
great need for people with a thorough 
knowledge of legal matters. Long ago, 
when there was no pressing need for legal 
consultants and lawyers, a tradition had 
been created that law students would not 
be given grants to go abroad for further 
tr aining in their subject of specialization. 
Since d?e practice still continues, it would 
seem worthwhile to reconsider the old bah 
especially as the country would invariably 
need the services of native legal experts. 


Aba Al Khail to speak 
on Arab nation’s behah 


RIYADH. Sept. 29 (SPA) — Minister of 
Finance and National Economy Sheikh 
Muhammad Aba Al- Khail will for the first 
time address a joint meeting of the Board of 
Governors of the International Monetary 
Fund and the International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development in Washington 
D.C. Tuesday on behalf of the Arab 
nation. 

In addition Sheikh Abdul .Aziz Al- 
Quraishi, the governor of the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency will deliver a speech on 
behalf of governors from Arab countries. 

It is for the first time that this system is 
being applied, which consists of one delegate 
being selected to address the meeting on 
behalf of all other Arab delegates, instead of 
members speaking individually.

Non-Muslim law 
put into effect 

JEDDAH. Sept. 29 — Non- Muslims no 
longer win be allowed to work on projects in 
Mecca and Medina, according to the instruc- 
tions of Interior Minister Prince Naif. 

The prince issued instructions Monday not 
to allow non- Muslims to enter Mecca or 
Medina. He urged foreign firms carrying out 
projects in the holy places to appoint Muslim 
technicians for such work and to prevent 
non-Muslims from doing so except in cases of 
extreme necessity Al -Medina reported Mon- 
day. 

Water plant prepares 
to begin operations 

JUBAIL, Sept. 29 (SPA) — Technical 
arrangements are underway to put phase I of 
the Jubail desalinatioa plant into operation. 

The plant will have a full capacity of 30 
million water gallons of drinking water every 
day and 300 megawatts of electricity, accord- 
ing to Da wood Sul ai man Al-Khamis, direc- 
tor general of the Eastern Province branch of 
the Saline Water Conversion Corporation. It 
is made up of six similar water purification 
units that will be operated one after the other 
once the necessary tests and technical 
arrangements have been completed. The 
plant will work at maximum capacity.

f.-TEL AVIV, Sepi. 29 (AFP) - Israel and 
the United States are soon to discuss holding 
jofeot maneuvers involving the U.S. navy and 
Israeli armed forces, Israeli radio said Mon- 
day. dong its Washington correspondent. It 
said Under- Secretary of State for Defense 
Robert Comer, arriving here Thursday and 
joint Chief of Staff Gen. David Jones 
expected shortly after, would discuss the pos- 
sibility. 

Israel has been pushing Washington to 
agree to joint maneuvers to “counterbalance 
the growing Egyptian- American strategic 
collaboration" which has resulted in joint 
military maneuver by. those two countries. 

Israeli Chief of Staff Gen. Raphael Eytan 
raised the question early this year in' 
Washington, and Foreign Minister YTtshak 
Shamir repeated it in recent talks with 
American officials. Government circles here 
believe the two countries should maintain 
strategic dialogue so that Israel ;s not caught 
off balance by U.S. moves to get doser to 
“moderate" Arab countries. 

Meanwhile in Cairo a squadron of U.S. air 
force jets is to leave for home on Friday after 
S5 days of joint training with Egyptian Air 
Force pilots, the newspaper Al Ahram 
reported Monday.

TEL AVIV, Sept 29 ( AP) — Israeli milit- 
ary authorities Sunday released the mayor of 
the occupied West Bank town of Qalqilya, 
but said he would stand trial for publishing an 
inflammatory anti-Israel pamphlet. Hie 
mayor, haj Amin Nasser, was arrested last 

week and held for questioning. An army 
spokesman said the mayor was released 
because the investigation was finished, and 
charges against Nasse.r were being prepared. 

The pamphlet, a 20-page report of Qal- 
qilya's progress during Nasseris term as 
mayor, contained material the military gov- 
ernment said could incite local Palestinians, 


and was published without Israeli permission. 
Under the present in the West Bank, all pub- 
lications must be screened by local 
authorities. The Qalqilya report was said to 
contain statements thanking Libya for pro- 
viding aid to the town, and urging Palesti- 
nians to oppose Israel s occupation of the 
West Bank. 

Nassef’s attorney said the mayor was 
released on ($1,700) bail and ordered to 
appear in court next Tuesday, but the- army 
spokesman could not confirm either point. 
The attorney said Qalqilya residents turned 
out in force to welcome the mayor home. 


Mauritanian president pays 
three - day visit to Algeria 


ALGIERS, Sept. 29. (AFP) — President 
Mohamed Khouna Ould Haidalla of 
Mauritania has arrived here for a three-day 
official visit, his first to Algiers since his coun- 
try and Algeria patched up their disagree- 
ment over tile Western Sahara. It is believed 
that the disputed territory, which the 
Algerian-backed Polisario guerrillas are 
battling to wrest away from Morocco, will be 
the focus of the talks between Ould Haidalla 
and Algerian President Benjedid CbadlL 


Ethiopia mounts major drive 
to halt U.S. arms to Somalia 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (WP) __ 
Ethiopia has mounted a major diplomatic 
campaign to halt the U.S. plan to provide 
arms to neighboring Somalia in return for 
access to air and naval facilities there for the 
new U.S. rapid deployment force. The 
Ethiopian military leader, Mengjstu Haile- 
Mariam. has sent personal messages to the 
heads of state of 36 countries, including Pres- 
ident Carter. In addition, he has dispactched 
special envoys to 34 nations in an effort to 
bring pressure on the American government 
to change its mind. 

The Ethiopian envoy to North and South 
American countries, Maj. Da wit Wolde- 
Giorgis. changed at a news conference here 
recently that the American- Somali agree- 
ment. signed in August, was an “act of provo- 
cation" that could ignite another war in the 
Horn of Africa. 

Ethiopia and Somalia fought wars in 1964 
and in 1 977-78 over the Ogaden region, a 
semi-desert region in southeast Ethiopia to 
which Somalia has long laid daimbecause the 
people there arc mostly Somali- speaking 
nomads. Fighting broke out again in the 
Ogaden last summer as Somali regular troops 
once again joined Somali irregulars in trying 
to seize a town. 

"We arc appealing to all peace-loving 
countries to pressure the United States to 
stop setting up bases inside Somalia," Dawit 
said, indicating Ethiopia also fears that 
American rapid deployment force troops also 
might be used against the Marxist Ethiopian 
government. 

Dawit noted that Berbers, where the main 
U.S. facilities would be located in northern 
Somalia, was only 1 17 miles from Ethoipa’s 
border. Dawit warned that the United States, 
by providing arms to Somalia, risked becom- 
ing involved in the Somaji- Ethiopian dispute 
iivcr the Ogaden. “Somalia wants to draw the 
United States into a war situation" he said. 
“Once America gets involved in Somalia, 
gets its bases, the Somali government feels 
(the U.S.) would be obliged to fulfill its 
demands to keep from being expelled from 
Somalia." 

"Somalia and Ethiopia are in a state of war. 
Thev have been in a state of war for the past 


five years,” he added. Assistant Secretary of 
State for African Affairs Richard Moose, in 
testimony before the house Africa subcom- 
mittee Aug. 26, said Somalia had given writ- 
ten and oral assurances that American arms 
would not be used in the Ogaden, and that it 
would cease armed warfare against Ethiopia. 
Considerable doubt remains, however, about 
whether the Somalis intend to live np to their 
pledge in light of their strong commitment to 
annexing the Ogaden. 

Dawit said there were still “ many regular” 
Somali soldiers operating as guerrillas inside 
th Ogaden, but gave no precise number. 
Asked whether the Soviets, who have pro- 
vided between 1 billion and 2 billion dollars 
in arms to Ethiopia since 1977, did not 
already have facilities in Ethiopia similar to 
those the United States would have in 
Somalia, Dawit said '‘there is no such thing 
like a (Soviet) facility or base inside Ethiopia 
for the use of the Soviets.” 

in defending the agreement with So mal i a, 
U.S. policy-makers say the Soviets have con- 
structed a drydock in the Dahiak islands off 
Messewa. But Dawit insisted there are “no 
facilities which have been constructed on 
Dahiak.” 

He also said the Soviets had not raised the 
question of facilities since the signing of the 
U-S.-Soraali agreement. But he also indi- 
cated Ethiopian concern about getting 
involved in an American- Soviet confronta- 
tion in the Horn of Africa, saying, “we don’t 
want to be trapped in this East- West business 
and lose our independence.' 

On another contentious Ethiopian- 
American issue, Dawit said Ethiopia was 
insisting the two Cuban soldiers who took 
refuge, inside the U.S. embassy in Addis 
Ababa last Maybe handed over to the Ethio- 
pian government” that they can go back 
home to their country, CUba ” 

Hie U.S. government has refused to do this- 
and proposed instead that the two Cubans be 
turned over to the U.N. high commissioner 
for refugees to be released in a third country. 
Dawit said Ethiopia took the position that the 
Cubans were not refugees and therefore the 
involvement of the U.N. agency was unac- 
ceptable.

AN KARA. (AFP.) — Two people died and 
live were injured in bomb explosions Satur- 
day in various sccuuons of Malaria, a town 
bSU km southeast of Ankara, Turkish radio 
said Sunday night, quoting a military source. 
A curfew had been imposed there following 
the incidents, one suspect arrested. and seven 
revolvers and other ammunition seized. 

ISLAMABAD. (AFP) — Pakistan Fore- 
ign office spokesman has denied a Moscow 
report Sept. 27 that the situation along the 
indo- Pakistani border had deteriorated and 
that India had protested to Pakistan about 
firing incidents on the border. The spokes- 
man said that there had been no incident on 
the border which remained peaceful. The 
spokesman regretted “(fiat false stories were 
being spread to spoil Indo-Pak relations. 

AMMAN, (R) - Bulgarian charge 
d‘ Affaires Nikolai Koliovski died here Sun- 
day night of a heart attack, embassy officials 


said Monday, he was 58. 

PARIS, (AFP) — An extraordinary meet- 
ing of Libya’s General People's Congress, the 
country's ruling mass organization, opened 
her Monday with a view to "putting the final 
touches" on popular resolutions concerning 
the merger of Syria and Libya, radio Tripoli 
announced as monitored here. In a report 
attributed to the Libyan News Agency 
JANA, the radio said that the meeting will 
also take up a proposal by preadent Muam- 
mer Gaddafi that would open the country's 
borders to any Arab wishing to live there. 

AMMAN, (AP) — Austrian Chancellor 
Brouno Kreisky will pay a three-day visit to 
Jordan this week to discuss with Jordan's 
King Hussein what sources said were “cur- 
rent Middle East problems " presumingly the 
I ran- Iraq war. Kreisky will arrive in the Jor- 
danian capital Thursday and will be accom- 
panied by a delegation of advisers, official 
sources said Sunday. 
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The Mauritanian leader, accompanied by a 
large delegation including Foreign Minister 
Mohamed Mokhtar Ould Zamel. said Sun- 
day that Iris visit “crowned a series of meet- 
ings between Algerian and Mauritanian offi- 
cials since the normalization of diplomatic 
relations” more than a year ago after a 
three-year break. 

Mauritania originally annexed part of what 
had been the Spanish Sahara after Spain pul- 
led out in 1975. Morocco took the rest But 
after more than three years of draining war- 
fare with the Polisario, Mauritania — under a 
coup-installed military government since 
July 1978, signed a peace pact with the guer- 
rillas in August 1979, withdrawing from the 
Western Sahara and, a r the same time, ending 
the disagreement with Algeria. 

Morocco moved in to occupy die pan of 
the territory abandoned by Mauritania, 
which now has strong ties to the Polisario 
front but has not recognized the Saharan 
Arab Democratic Republic that the front is 
fighting to establish. 

In the meantime, Algeria has for the past 
three days refused to let planes from Egypt 
Air to land at Algiers airport, a spokesman 
said Monday. No reason bad been given for 
the ban which was preventing Egyptian 
teachers working in Algeria from returning 
home, the spokesman added. Air Algeria, the 
Algerian national airline, ended its flights to 
the Egyptian capital two months ago. 


TEL AVIV', Sept. 29 (AP) — Israel's 
attorney-general confirmed for the first time 
Sunday that Minister of Religious Affairs 
Aharon Abu-Hatsira was under investigation 
in a police probe of corruption in his ministry. 
Police sources said investigators would 
attempt to question Abu-Hatsira at his office 
next Sunday, after the weekly cabinet meet- 
ing. The minister has proclaimed his inno- 
cence. but has not said whether he will coop- 
erate with the police inquiry. 

The attorney-general, Yitzha Zamir, met 
with lawyers for the minister Sunday night 
after issuing the announcement that Abu- 
Hatsira was a suspect in the investigation. 
Israel television reported that Zamir rejected 
the attorneys' request that Abu-Hatsira be 
given special treatment because of his minis- 
terial status. 

The mushrooming financial scandal 
involves allegations that the religious minis- 
try allocated hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to nonexistent seminaries and schools inflat- 
ing their student rolls. A stream of police 
leaks to the Israeli press claimed that aides 
and relatives of Abu-Hatsira were suspected 
of bribery, tax evasion and buying votes. 

The affair has raised tensions between 
religious and non-religious Israelis, with 
religious leaders accusing police ; of conduct- 
ing a smear campaign against Abu-Hatsira. 

Police are believed to have evidence which 
implicated Abu Hatsira in the scandal. Police 
have said the minister could not daira par- 
liamentary immunity as it does not apply to 
interrogations within the framework of a 
police investigation. 


TEL AVIV, Sept. 29 ( R) — The leader of 
Britain’s Liberal Party. David Steel, who 
beads a Middle East fact-finding mission, has 
conferred with Isradi officials but expressed 
disappointment that a meeting could not be 
arranged with Prime Minister Mean hem 
Begin. Steel, who arrived from Jordan over 
the weekend and was scheduled to travel to 
Egypt this week . conferred with the director- 
general of the Foreign Ministry. David Kim- 
chy. the chairman of the Knesset (parlia- 
ment) Foreign Affairs and Security Commit- 
tee, Moshe Arens, and the leader of Israel's 
labor opposition Shimon Peres. 

He told reporters later: “There are so 
many ingredients in this jig saw puzzle of the 
Middle East that we are just trying to put 
them together.” Steel said he had been told 
that “technical difficulties" prevented a 
meeting with Begin. Steel will meet several 


Palestinian leaders from the occupied West 
Bank of Jordan before leaving for Cairo. 

In the meantime. Twelve young Israeli 
commandos have arrived in Paris to organize 
a defense system for the Jewish community 
following a wave of attacks, Israel deputy and 
Businessman Samuel Fiatio Haron Said Sun- 
day. 

Training camp has been set up near Tel 
Aviv for young supporters of this effort, he 
said. He added that the Israelis sent to Paris 
are members of an organization financed by 
himself and by some of his American Jewish 
friends. 

In Paris a spokesman for the French Jewish 
group said: “ We do not want to be a terrorist 
organization and we do not want to develop- 
ment a strategy of tension." but we want to 
prevent violence. He was quoted as saying.

Sept. 29 ( AP) — Actress 
Vanessa Redgrave was burned in effigy Sun- 
day outside CBS studios by protesters urging 

a boycott of “Playing for Time ” a television 
movie starring Miss Redgrave as a Jewish 
survivor of a Nazi death camp. The 150 
demonstratorsjn eluding members of the 

militant Jewish Defense League held a mock 
trial of Miss Redgrave, who has voiced sup- 
port of the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. The decision by producers to cast her in 


Suharto urges Muslim leaders 
to pay more attention to Islam 


JAKARTAN, SepL 29 (AP) — President 
Suharto appealed to Muslim leaders Monday 
to pay more attention to the development of 
Islam. Speaking at the inauguration of a 
Grand Mosque at the central Sumatra City of 
Jambi. Suharto said Islamic leaders should 
support their Muslim brothers with spirit of 
brotherhood . 

Over 90 per cent of Indonesia's population 
of more than 140 millions are Muslims. 
Suharto said that differences in attitude and 
social-political views among Muslims should 
not turn into conflicts which lead to friction 


among them. He said a mosque is a symbol of 
unity in Islam in which all differences have to 
be put aside. “All Islam followers must unite 
completely for the interest of their religion 
and prosperity and the welfare of die people 
as a whole. 

“We all have to make efforts...so that all 
Islam followers regardless of their birth, pro- 
fession and political background feel at peace 
and make the mosque a suitable place to 
develop their knowledge and well-being," 
die president said.

Cri- 
tics who previewed the drama are nearly 
unanimous in their acclaim for her perfor- 
mance. 

The red-haired British actress. long a 
champion of political causes, won an oscar in 
1 978 for her role as a World War II under- 
ground anti- Nazi martyr in the movie 
“Julia." During her acceptance speech, she 
referred to “Zionist hoodlums," saying some 
academy members may have been “intimi- 
dated" by protests of her nomination for the 
award.

Police hold 6 in Munich blast 


BONN. Sept. 29 (R) - Police held six 
West German neo-Nazis in custody Monday 
on suspicion of involvement in West Ger- 
many's worst post-war bombing that kil'ed 
12 people and injured 211 at Munich's 
annual Oktobcrfesi. 

Federal Prosecutor Kurt Rebmann said it 
was virtually certain that one of the dead was 
the man who planted the bomb on Friday in a 
waste-bin at a packed entry gate. The pro- 
secutor. speaking at a news conference in 
K-arlsruhe Sunday, said the bomb apparently 
exploded too soon, killing 2 1 -year-old geol- 
ogy student Gundolf Koehler and 1 1 others 
irf the crowd of festival revelers. 

'-Koehler was a member of an outlawed 
right-wing extremist group whose leader, 
Khri-Heinz Hoffmann, was one of six people 
detained in a weekend ‘police swoop. The 
‘ Military Sports Group Hoffmann." banned 
last January as unconstitutional, was founded 
six, years ago and attracted 500 adherents, 
security authorities said. 

'Police found chemicals and plans for mak- 
ing'explosive devices in the house where 
KtMhler lived with his parents. Their swoop 
oWfte houses of 30 other known right-wing 
ekfremists uncovered an arsenal of explo- 
sives, grenades, cartridges, detonators and an 
anti-personnel mines.

Hoffmann was arrested in the castle, while 
four of his compatriots were arrested as they 
were crossing the Austro- Yugoslavia border 
to deliver two cars to customers in Belgrade. 
The group earned much of its money by 
delivering second-hand German-made milit- 
ary vehicles to customers abroad, especially 
in Lebanon. 

The group now 5UU-strong. was founded in 
1 974. With its strong Nazi bias, it was one of 
the most active extreme rightist movements 
in West Germany. 

Hoffmann militants attacked students with 
Iron bars and smashed up leftist libraries. The 
Hoffmann political program called for “the 
destruction of existing social structures" and 
“the setting up of a strong totalitarian slate." 

Most members were from 16 to 30 years 
old. They were given military ranks, wearing 
a death's head badge behind the left lapel. 
When police raided members' flats when the 
group was banned, they discovered a whole 
range of weapons as well as several armored 
vehicles and an immobilized tank. 

Masses of propaganda leaflets were found 
preaching "One people, one nations, one 
Fuehrer," — slogan used by Hitler. Police 
also found a bust of Adolf Hitler. Ermreuth 
Castle was itself formerly the property of the 
Nazi party. 

Hoffmann, with a bushy moustache like 
Friederich Nietzsche — who preached a 
philosophy of the superman — insists on 
being called "Fuehrer" and liked to stalk 
about the castle grounds accompanied by a 
puma. 

Chinese space shots 
said carrying animals 

PEKING, Sept. 29 (AFP) — Communist 
China has successfully recovered animals 
from rockets launched in a series of space 
experiments, the New China News Agency - 
(NCNA) reported Monday. 

The agency said the space experiments had 
been conducted in the 1960’s but gave no 
ftfriher details in a report arfifodftdng the 
recenfround atioii in P a king of» Chinese Soc- 
iety of Space and Science. It is the first time 
the official news agency has confirmed a 
report in the Liberation Daily of Shanghai last 
January that a dog had been sent into space 
and recovered “safe and well." 

The Shanghai report had not been fol- 
lowed up by further articles on Chinese space 
research. 

The new society of space science selected a 
14-member council at its foundation meeting 
which was attended by 173 researchers and 
specialists. The president of the council is Lu 
Baowei, acting director of the institute of 
electronics of the Chinese Academy of Sci- 
ences. The council will study various aspects 
of space research and from next year it will 
publish a space science journal. 

China has already started a training prog- 
ram in Shanghai for astronauts using space 
simulators. However no details of this prog- 
ram have been announced. 

The reports of Chinese space research 
were published by the press in Shanghai as 
part of a special review of the country’s scien- 
tific progress. The issue of the review dealing 
with this research has not been obtainable by 
foreigners. 

China has launched eight artifidal satel- 
lites. three of which were successfully reco- 
vered. Last May the People's Republic suc- 
cessfully tested intercontinental ballistic mis- 
sile (ICBM) carrier rockets. The launching of 
a ninth satellite announced last year has not 
been referred to since.

Cities demand recount 

U.S. census comes up short 


WASHINGTON. Sept 29 (AFP) — The 
United Slates government has just spent $1 
billion on the country's most comprehensive 
census ever but it seems not to have found out 
how many Americans there really are. 

New York for instance is daiming that its 
population is one million more than the cen- 
sus recorded. Once the figures were pub- 
lished. protests arose immediately over their 
accuracy. Many ethnic minorities in big cities 
are convinced that their numbers have been 
grossly under-estimated, and they are backed 
by the dty coundls of Atlanta, Boston and 
New Orleans. 

Detroit has just won a victory in querying 
the total population established by the cen- 
sus. A federal judge has ruled that the 
American auto city's protest should be acted 
upon, and the census figures be readjusted 
upwards. Detroit said that in the 1 970 census 
its total population was incorrect by 67.000 
too few and this led to the dty losing $52 
million of federal money. 

The dries of Chicago. Philadelphia, 
Newark (New Jersey) and New York are also 
fighting court cases over the census. 

The federal courts have given the U.S. 
Census Bureau 30 days to revise its figures 
upwards, or at least work out a way to correct 
them. This categorical decision is unpre- 


cedented m the annals of U.S justice, and it 
has been welcomed with glee by dty coundls. 

New York Mayor Ed Koch and Washing- 
ton Mayor Marion Bariy both greeted the 
decision as “marvellous." As far as the cities 
are concerned, there is a trig financial sum at 
stake. 

The U.S. administration distributes about 
550 billion m federal &i i to U.S. dty and rural 
coundls on the basis of their populations, set 
out by the most recent census. This colossal 
sum is in addition to the estimated $40 billion 
provided by the local authorities in each U.S 
state. 

The 1980 census, the 20th in U.S. history, 
is by no means the first to be criticized as 
being inaccurate. 

President George Washington, in 1790. 
pointed out that thousands of people had 
been left out of the first census — the Con- 
gress had dedded to count only three out of 
five black slaves. Two centuries later, the 
problem of ethnic minorities is stiU at the 
heart of the present census controversy. 

The Census Bureau believes today that in 
the 1970 census five million people, or 2.5 
per cent of the total population, were missed. 
The proportion of these "forgotten people" 
is only 1 .9 per cent for whites compared to 
7.7 per cent for blacks. 


Sioux urged to fight for tribal lands 


PIERRE. South Dakota, Sept. 29 (AP) — 
Sioux Indian tribal leaders were urged Sun- 
day to remember their bloody wars with the 
white man and unite in a court battle to regain 
ownership of the 7 3- million-acre Black 
Hills. It was uncertain when the tribal lead- 
ers, gathered at the Great Sioux Nation meet- 
ing. would vote on a proposed $105 million 
federal payment in exchange for the moun- 
tainous region of western South Dakota. 

* Our grandfathers died for (the Hi!l£), sac- 
rificed for them and we' re not going to throw 
them away. We still have enough Indian in 
us,” Oglala Sioux tribal attorney Mario Gon- 
zalez told the meeting. 

He urged rejection of the $105 million set- 
tlement awarded to eight Sioux tribes June 30 
by the U.S. Supreme Court, climaxing a 
60-year court fight. The Supreme Court 
found that the Fort Laramie treaty of 1868. 
which set aside th Black Hills for “the abso- 
lute and undisturbed use and occupation of 
the Indians.” was illegally broken by Con- 
gress in 1877. 

The high court ruled 8- 1 that Congress, 


which acted after Lt. Col. George Armstrong 
Custer discove red gold in the Black Hills, had 
failed to provide just compensation to the 
Sioux for the land. 

Gonzalez said the Black Hills have always 
belonged to the Sioux and Indians must "con- 
tinue to fight for the Black Hills and continue 
to execute every legal remedy to get them 
back." 

Tribal chairmen and coun oilmen had been 
scheduled to vote Sunday on whether to 
recommend the acceptance or rejection of 
the settlement However, attendance at the 
meeting was low and there was a possibility 
the vote would be delayed until Tuesday to 
give more tribal leaders time to arrive, said 
Norman Wilson, chairman of the Rosebud 
Sioux and president of the United Sioux 
Tribes. 

About 180 Indians attended Sunday's ses- 
sion, with 107 of them registered as official 
delegates. The United Sioux tribes director 
had predicted attendance would reach 300 to 
500.

Revolutionary Democratic Party- — had 
about 45 per cent of the vote. 

The opposition Christian Democrats had 
about 20 per cent, die liberals about 5 per 
cent, and two independent candidates who 
generally oppose the government totaled just 
over 30 per cent. 

The government said early returns indi- 
cated about 40 per cent of those eligible did. 
not vote. But it would not estimate how many 
did so as a protest and how many wanted to 
vote but could not because of die difficulties 
at the polls. 

A voters’ boycott was i organized by former 
Preisdent Amulfo Arias and his Panama msta 
Party, who were ousted in a 1968 coup by 
Gen. Omar Torn jus. They may be the largest 
part in the country, but they refused to regis- 
ter few - the election, saying they would not 
"legitimize" the government by staking part. 

There was no indication when die final 
results would be known. But no matter how 

- many opposition candidates win. they cannot 

outnumber the government's heavy majority 
among the 37 ocher members of the council. 

The council acts as a lower house for the 
505-meraber national assembly, which is also 
controlled by government candidates. 

Heart pump developed 
byAmerican surgeons 

NEW YORK, Sept. 29 (AP) — Doctors 
have developed a faster and safer version of a 
balloon pump that gives a gentile, life-saving 
assist to tired hearts and can be inserted with- 
out surgery. 

The new device can be implanted by a stil- 
led physician in about five minutes, com- 
pared to the 30-minute surgical operation 
required for die standard intraaortic balloon 
pump, its developer says. 

The device, called a percutaneous intraaor- 
tic balloon pump, can even be used during 
emergency cardiopulmonary resuscitation, 
something that was impossible with earlier 
versions. 

“This has been a goal of ours for a long 
time, to get this device so it could be put in 
quickly and done without a surgeon. Any- 
body skilled in inserting a catheter (surgical 
tube) can do it," said Dr. David Bregman of 
Presbyterian Hospital at Columbia- 
Presbyterian Medical center, where the new 
balloon pump was developed. 

An intraaortic balloon looks something 
like an inflatable plastic finger on the end of a 
flexible tube. It is used following open heart 
surgery, a heart attack or any other time 
when a patient's heart needs a little boost to 
keep it going. 

The standard procedure has been to have a 
surgeon open the femoral artery, a major 
artery carrying Wood to the leg, and attach a 
surgical sleeve through which die balloon is 
inserted. 

From there, guided by a continuous X-ray 
picture, doctors maneuver the balloon into 
position in the aorta, the big blood vessel that 
carries blood away from the heart.

Kuwait, S. Korea in Asia soccer final 


KUWAIT, Sept. 29 (R) — Kuwait and 
South Korea s cofed thrilling 2-1 victories 
over Iran and North Korea respectively in 
Sunday's semifinals and will meet in the final 
of the seventh Asian Cup football tourna- 
ment-on Tuesday. 

Kuwait turned in a brilliant performance to 
score an unexpected triumph over three- time 


champions Iran. The two teams battled, 
through a goalless first half before a one-man' 
display of skill by Jassim Ya'coubput Kuwait 
ahead. 

Part of Iran's weakness was a failure to use 
the wings, but after a second Kuwaiti goal off 
a strong shot from Faisal Dekeel, Iran began 
to push the ball out to the sides. 
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LOSING ‘ WINNERS’ 

It looks now as though the war between Iraq and Iran will 
follow the pattern of most wars. There will be two losers, one 
of them to be considered a“winnef * for having lost marginally 
less. 

In this case, the human and material cost for both sides after 
the first week of fighting has been so tremendous that one can 
only hope it will cause them to edge nearer the negotiating 
table. Yet such a hope looks particularly forlorn now. The two 
countries have been on the verge of war for years: and now 
that war has actually broken out a return to peaceful negotia- 
tion will be that much harder. 

The position now is deadlocked- Iraq has waged war to 
regain territories it considers rightfully hers, which were sur- 
rendered to the regime of the former Shah under duress. Iran, 
on the other hand, will be unlikely to negotiate while foreign 
troops are still on its soil. 

The conflict can only end if one of the sides suffers a military 
disaster, or it can ground to a halt through sheer exhaustion. 
But in both cases no real peace can ensue. A victory for one 
side will only lead the other to rebuild its armed forces and 
seek to reverse the situation as soon as possible. It is for this 
reason that one hopes that the leaders of both sides realize the 
vicious circle they find themselves imprisoned within — and so 
think what now appears the unthinkable: peaceful negotiation 
leading to an amicable settlement. 

The ideal mediator if this was to come about has already 
presented his cards to both sides: It is the Islamic world as 
represented by the delegates sent by the Organization of 
Islamic Conference to Tehran and Baghdad. The other two 
possibilities — mediation by the Arab world or the nonaligned 
states — rule themselves out: Arab mediators cannot but be 
biased toward Iraq, while the nonaligned states ire paralyzed 
owing to Cuba's present position at their head. 

What the Islamic mediators have to press for is an immedi- 
ate ceasefire, to be followed immediately by talks. Let such 
talks be as hard as they may; and let them take as much time as 
they need. For at least they will spill no blood and destroy no 
economy. 
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Khomeini haunts U.S. election campaign

WASHINGTON — 

Signals have started to arrive in Washington from 
Tehran. They are confusing but at least they have 
ended a prolonged silence on the fate of the 52 
American hostages, now in their 47th week of cap- 
tivity. 

The silence has been, in part, a deliberate tactic 
by President Jimmy Carter. It confounded those 
critics who said he had made too much fuss in the 
first place. And , in the crucial stages of his quest for 
re-election, it diverted attention from a previously 
obsessive national issue which had begun to do him 
more harm than good. . 

Two weeks ago, in his broadcast message to mark 
the Muslim pilgrimage to Mecca, Ayatollah Kho- 
meini suddenly returned to the subject He reiter- 
ated his demands for the unfre ezing of Iranian 
assets in the U.S., for the return to Iran of the late 
Shah' s property and assets, and for an undertaking 
from the U.S. not to “meddle" in Iran'sZmternai 
affairs. ' -J 

The first two conditions are fraught with prob- 
lems beyond the reach of any government. I ranian 
assets in the U.S. are now the subject of a multitude 
of claims and counter-daims before U.S. courts. 
The extent and whereabouts of the Shah's imm*>ny> 
fortune are simply not known. The U.S. meanwhile, 
would be only too happy to leave Iran to sort out its 
own internal press. 

But the rest of Khomeini 1 s statement gave cause, 
decided the State Department’s I ranian wor king 


group, for “cautious optimism." For the first time, 
he had failed to demand a U.S. apology for its 
“crimes'* in 'restoring and supporting the Shah's 
regime. From the finandal emphasis of the state- 
ment, they concluded. he was listening to new 
advisers. 

Next day two members of the newly-elected Ira- 
nian parliament scotched such Western interpreta- 
tions of their master voice. It had not been with- 
drawn. The ayatollah's latest set of conditions 
merely pinpointed new demands, rather than dis- 
carding old ones. 

From Western diplomats in Iran came a different 
interpretation. The ayatollah, said one, had “put 
the militants in their place." Despite the effective 
silencing of -moderates in the Iran debate, such as 
Foreign Minister Sadegh Ghotbzadeh, a majority of 
the leadership had begun to realize that ihe continu- 
ing hostage crisis was no longer “cost-effective.” 

There was a new mood among the Iranian leader- 
ship: it was time to be rid of this time-consuming 
problem, which was no longer yielding such useful 
international mileage, and get on with more pres- 
sing domestic matters. 

U.S. administration officials were less than con- 
vinced by this interpretation. By now, wearily 
accustomed to roads that lead nowhere, they were 
waiting curiously — but scarcely with bated breath 
— to watch the course of the debate on the hostages 
in the Iranian parliament. - 

At first equally cautious. President Carter chose a 
campaign swing through Texas to declare that the 


new developments “may very well lead to a resolu- 
tion of the crisis." At the same time, across the 
country in Washington, his Secretary of State, 
Edmund Muskie, was saying:" It would be a mistake 
to raise expectations." Next day, in his home state 
of Georgia, the president backed down again. “Ed 
Muskie”. he said, “put it about right." 

“ Let's wait and see," remains Carters essential 
position. Not so his Republican opponent for the 
presidency, Ronald Reagan, who cast caution to the 
winds and declared that all the Iranian demands 
should be swiftly conceded. 

Reagan had two aims in mind. One, to offset tire 
Carter campaign's characterization of him as a 
dangerous, warmongering hothead. Two. to 
demonstrate again in defianpe of innuendo from the 
Carter camp, that he is capable of presidential deci- 
siveness. 

He also hoped to highlight the simple fact that the 
president, whatever one’s view of his handling of 
die long-drawn-out crisis, has failed to bring the 
hostages home. 

Amid such political chicanery, the hostages' fate 
dearly remains well beyond the present administra- 
tion’s control. Washington polls are prone to point 
out what the rest of the country appeare to have 
forgotten: that the election result in November 
could rest entirely in the ayatollah's hands. 

If the hostages were to return before election day, 
it would give the president's campaign an enormous 
boost. Were they to be put on trial, let alone harmed 
or even executed, that alone could end the Carter 
presidency. (OFNS) 


Mao written out of Communist history

LONDON — 

Mao Tse-tung's role in the founding of the Chin- 
ese' Communist Party bas been reduced to near 
invisibility in the latest effort to di minish his reputa- 
tion. A recent article in the official People ’ 3 Doily , 
in which nothing appears without top-level 
approval, exdudes him from a list of the key figures 
in the early establishment of the party. 

Until this development, Mao was always 
accorded primacy. Even Deng Xiaoping referred to 
him in a recen t interview as “ one of die main found- 
ers of the Chinese Communist Party." 

More predictably, at the party’s 1977 National 
Congress, Chairman Hua Guofeng’s opening 
speech described Mao as “die founder of our 
party,” while last month Hua — himself now in 
gravely reduced political circumstances — 
informed a Yugoslav editor that “Comrade Mao 
Tse-tung was indeed the most outstanding figure in 
Chinese history, whose contribution to revolutio- 
nary theory and practice surpassed those of any 
other Chinese leaders.” - 

The People *s Daily artide describes the small 
group of Peking and Shanghai intellectuals who. in 
1920, opened discussions on founding a Chinese 
Communist Party. In this task, the artide says, they 
were assisted by Gregory Voitinsky, a Comintern 
agent sent to China by the Russins, a fact usually 


omitted since the break with Moscow two decades 
ago. 

In 1920 the Shanghai group became the "the first 
orga ni zation of the Chinese Communist Party to 
appear in China” and thereafter directed the spread 
of the new doctrine to provincial centers. One of 
these was Hunan Province, Mao's birthplace. 
Although it is established and well-known that the 
young Mao set up the first party group in Hunan in 
late 1920, the new study omits his nam e from its 
mention of the event. 

The party’s first “congress” took place in Shan- 
ghai in July 1921. Most tourists to Shanghai are 
escorted to the house at which this congress is said 
to have occurred. Large, fanciful and heroic paint- 
ings of Mao portray him as directing the proceed- 
ings. These are exhibited together with other 
unlikely memorabilia, such as the “actual” teacups 
and writing brushes used by the conspirators. 

Until very recently, certain names and pictures 
were never included in the Shanghai exhibition. 
One major omission was Chen Duxiu, elected the 
first party chairman; another was. the identity of the 
Russian agent or agents who were present. 

Beginning in 1 979, articles began to appear in the 
Chinese press urging that a distinction be made 
between the party and its leaders. The People 's 
Daily pressed for an end to "the deification of the 
leader' 1 and blamed the Gang of Four for “the 


fabrication of a leader who almost appeared to be 
bom omnipotent.” 

Party history, the paper said, should reflect not 
only Mao's leadership but that of other comrades. 
On the matter of the hitherto murky figure of the 
first party chairman, Chen Duxiu, the People * s 
Daly now termed him" the main leading member of 
the party ” and reminded its readers that only after 
1927, six years after the party began, did Chen 
become a “right opportunist,” the supposed reason 
for his subsequent blackout 

Chen's posthumous rehabilitation is now pro- 
ceeding. 

Even earlier, in 1979, in the ideological journal 
Wen Ha. Boo, a teacher pulled away more of the 
curtain shrouding party history. Referring to the 
intentional excision of certain names in earlier 
studies of the party's origins, the writer insisted that 
"since these persons obviously participated ... it 
would be proper to write all their names down in a 
truth-seeking manner.” 

The teacher asked particularly about Zhang 
Guotao, a party founder who was to break with 
Mao and earn the tide " renegade.” “ How did such 
a "nobod/’ have such a great reputation?” be 
asked, pointing out, too, the implausibility of the 
charge that Zhang, and others present for the 
founding, "had been able to sneak into die party as 
"secret agents” and "traitors”. — (OFNS) 


Ethiopia 

fights 

illiteracy

ADDIS ABABA - 

Ethiopia is learning to read and write. In schools, 
mosques and under trees, millions of people are 
receiving lessons in a mass literacy campaign. The 
teachers are often teenage high school studeats 
whose classes indude grandfathers and grand- 
mothers. 

Officials say that after the 1 974 revolution which 
ended the rule of Emperor Haile Selassie, 92 per 
cent of the population was discovered to be illiter- 
ate. 

The only education most Ethiopians had received 
was through oral chanting in classes. 

The Marxist . military, administration which 
efoeiged after the rfcvdhition stint 60,000 young 
people into the countryside foir two years to provide 
basic education. 

Education Minister Goshu Wolde told reporters 
in the Ethiopian capital: “The task of the youth was 
not only to educate but to see that the radical proc- 
lamations made by the government were inter- 
preted property and implemented.” 

The Provisional Military Administrative Council 
(PMAQ of Chairman Mengistu Haile Mariam had 
also realized that its heterogeneous populace would 
be more easily governed if it was able to understand 
government directives. 

A massive national literacy campaign was 
launched in June 1979 with an initial target of 1 J 
million people. But, LL CoL Goshu said S.4 million 
turned up for the classes, nearly three-quarters of 
them women. 

“ Women have been neglected in the past. We are 
seeking to change men's attitudes so that women 
can receive the education -that has been denied 
tham ,” the minister said. 

Lessons are provided in five regional languages 
— Amharic, Oromo, Tigre, Wolaita and Somali. 
There are plans to expand into 10 languages by the 
end of this year. The pupils write in the ancient 
Amharic script unique to Ethiopia. 

. To meet the demand for literacy 34,559 centers 
have been set up with 241,887 teachers. Aid has 
come from both East and West and from the United 
Nations. The government's target is to eradicate 
illiteracy from the population of 30 million within 
seven years. 

The campaign is coordinated through peasant 
associations in die country and urban dwell e is 
associations in the towns. Government offices and 
the armed forces also run their own literacy classes. 

A second phase of the literacy campaign ended 
this year. This provided a follow-up course for those 
who had passed the literacy test, to prevent them 
becoming illiterate again: a remedial program for 
those who had failed and a repeat course for people 
who because of pregnancy and illness had not been 
able to attend the first lessons. (R) 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


In banner headlines newspapers Monday reported 
fresh victories by the Iraqi forces. Al Jcdrah and Al 
Riyadh headlined die capture of Jvlan by the Iraqi 
forces. Okaz reported Iraq's rejection of a ceasefire 
before Tehran respects the border treaty between the 
two countries . Al BUad ran as its lead story a statement 
by a Saudi Arabian official that Crown Prince Fahd did 
nor offer the Kingdom's mediation to the Irania presi- 
dent. Al Medina carried as its lead a statement by 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud Ai- Faisal that the Iraqi- 
Iran’an war would not expand, and there would be no 
risk to the oil supplies. 

News about the Iraqi- Iranian war and the Islamic 
Mods mediation efforts occupied a prominent spot on 
the front pages of all newspapers, which also highligh- 
ted the Muslim World League's appeal to Iranian and 
Iraqi leaders to accept the Islamic bloc' s mediation and 
to stop fighting i nun mediately. 

Newspapers also reported that Minister of Finance 
and National Economy Sheikh Muhammad Aba 
AI-Khail Tuesday will address on behalf of the Arab 
bloc, the joint meetings of the Board of Directors of 
die International Monetary Fund (IMF) and the Inter- 
national Bank for Reconstruction and Development in 
Washington. 

Foreign Minister Prince Saud AI-FaisaT s impending 
visit to Italy to discuss bilateral relations and Arab 
issues figured prominently on the front page of Al 
Jarimh, while Ai Yom said in a page-one story, quoting 
the Iraqi Foreign Minister Saadoun Hammadi. that 


Iraq was in favor of increasing oQ production to com- 
pensate the loss suffered as a result of the Iraqi- Iranian 
armed conflict. 

Newspapers also highlighted the Kingdom's denial 
of reported contact between Crown Prince Fahd and 
President Bani-Sadr of Iran. 

In an editorial on the Iraqi-Iranian war, Al Medina 
noted that, since the leaders of the two countries have 
taken time to explain the causes of the conflict to the 
Islamic goodwill mission, hope that they want to 
respond to the appeals of the Islamic world has grown. 
The paper added that die big powers and forces hostile 
to both Iraq and Iran, as well as the Muslims in general, 
wish to see further deterioration in the situation so they 
can find some pretext for intervention. The paper 
appealed to both sides to cease fire and hold a 
dialogue, in their own interest and in die general inter- 
est of the region. 

On the same subject, Al Nadwa said that a ceasefire 
was a pressing necessity. It added that both countries 
have the opportunity of Islamic mediation and die 
whole Islamic nation earnestly hopes that the two war- 
ring countries would stop fighting and their leaders 
would sit down to settle the problem peacefully. Refer- 
ring to the Muslim World League’s appeal for an 
urgent ceasefire, the paper hoped it would receive a 
favorable response from the leaders of Iraq and Iran. 

Okaz said in an editorial that aO hopes are pinned on 
the Islamic goodwill mission s efforts in containing the 




conflict so that the Islamic and Arab energies can be 
mobilized against real enemies in the Arab and Islamic 
world. 

Discusring the Iraqi-I ranian conflict, Al BUad 
described the KingdonjW stance as “ Constructive” , 
and said that the conflict between brothers had worried 
the leaders of this country who strive for Islamic sol- 
idarity and wish to see peace returned in the regiOD. In 
the same xeaoxAl Yom observed-thatthe whole Islamic 
world is concerned for the interests of both Iran and 
Iraq. The paper reiterated that the success of the 
goodwill mission would herald the dawn of Islamic 
action as an effective international bloc at the world 
level. It also added that Saudi Arabia wants to see the 
Islamic role continue. 

AI Jazink focused on the situation in Lebanon, 
cautioning that the country is faced with grave danger 
from some Lebanese elements that have worked per- 
sistently to foil national reconcfliatioa. Referring to the 
explosive situation in Beirut and a rocket attack on the 
U.S. embassy there, the paper observed that such acts 
have exposed the country $ unity and sovereignty to a 
grave threat. It added that the prevailing situation 
provides the opportunity for the Israeli enemy to 
occupy the area upto the Utani River and then to build 
Jewish settlements as has been done in the occupied 
West Bank of the Jordan River and Gaza. The paper

Rich-poor talks open 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 29 (Agencies) — 
Delegates drom rich and poor countries face 
each other Monday amid signs that a gather- 
ing of world financial leaders here is yielding 
slightly to urgent demands from the develop- 
ing nations. 

But the industrial powers will still domi- 
nate next week's annual meeting of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) and World 
Bank, and they are stressing that tight 
Monetary policies must continue despite ris- 
ing unemployment in the West and calls for 
release of new credit links to poorer nations. 

The industrial democracies, which have 
most voting power on these world economic 
councils because of their larger cash contribu- 
tions, warn that the fight against inflation 
must not be relaxed. 

Nevertheless, the IMF s main policy- 
making body, the Interim Committee has 
given its approval to a plan to draw up a 
special subsidy account to ease the conditions 
under which developing countries can bor- 
row money from the IMF. 

And it has called for more aid to develop- 
ing countries and less protectionism in West- 
ern markets against their goods.

U.K. Labor

BLACKPOOL, England, Sept. 29 (R) — 
Britain’s opposition Labor Party looks 
almost certain to vote for British withdrawal 
from the Common Market at this week's 
annual conference:

Jacques de Larosiere, managing director of 
the IMF, said at a news conference that the 
Interim Committee . is in agreement the IMF 
should study alternative sources of financing 
to meet its future needs. 

These sources could include borrowing on 
private financial markets. something the IMF 
does not now do, or borrowing from oil-rich 
states, such as Saudi Arabia and Kuwait, De 
Larosiere said. 

He said the IMF might need to borrow as 
much as $6.5 billion to $8 billion (5 billion to 
6 billion Special Drawing Rights) a year to 
supplement the regular contributions from its 
141 members. 

"For the moment, there is no urgency. But 
we are looking at different possibilities, 
including market ones ...” he said. 

De Larosiere acknowledged that in negoti- 
ations with Saudi Arabia and Kuwait he so far 
had faded to obtain commitments for new 
loans to the IMF. He visited the Middle East 
in August. 

“Obviously there was a problem of tim- 
ing,” he said, but didn't rule out successful 
negotiations in the future. 

It is known both Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 
are unhappy over a decision by the IMF deny- 
ing an application by the Palestine Liberation 
Organization for observer status at the 
annual meeting here.

Let’s assume you’re East 
and declarer gets to four 
spades on the sequence shown. 
Your partner leads the 
diamond three and you cash 
the K-A of diamonds before 
playing another diamond, 
ruffed by declarer with the 
nine of spades. South leads the 
king of trumps, your partner 
following suit, and the 
question is whether to take the 
king with the ace or duck it. 


Let’s say you decide to dude 
the king, which is a fairly 
standard play. This does not 
turn out well because South 
next leads the queen of trumps 
and learns that he is fighting a 
4-1 trump division. You are 
now a deceased pigeon 
whatever you do. 

If you take the queen. South 
has an easy time scoring the 
rest of the tricks. If you dock 
the queen, South has to work 
harder, but you still wind up 
behind the eight ball. Be 
cashes the ace of hearts and 
runs dummy's clubs, 
rendering your cause hope- 
less. 

Oddly enough, the correct 
play is to win the king of 
trumps with the ace at trick 
four and lead a diamond! This 
may seem like a crazy thing to 
do — after all, you’re handing 
declarer a ruff and discard - - 
but it is a play that is virtually 
sure to defeat the contract. 

What do you think South 
would do if you led the fourth 
round of diamonds at trick 
five? He does-not^Imowyttkat 
the trumps are divided 4-1 and 
he would feel foolish indeed if 
he discarded a winner from 
his hand and it turned out that 
West took the setting trick 
with the seven or eight of 
trumps. Holding die Q-J-10 of 
trumps, South would be much 
more likely to ruff with the ten 
and hope for a 3-2 trump 
division. Once he did that, he 
would have to go down one..

Journalists fight Baghdad battle 


By Steve Hindy 


BAGHDAD. Sept. 29 (AP) — Hun- 
dreds of foreign journalists aspiring to cover 
the Iraq- Iran border war have turned 
Baghdad s only luxury hotel into a 20th cen- 
tury Tower of Babel. 

Reporters from Europe, America. Asia 
and the Orient are jammed into the 10- 
story Spanish-run Man sour- Mel ia on the 
banks of the Tigris. 

Iraq has only in the past few months 
begun to open up to foreign journalists from 
America and Europe, so the project is not 
without its problems. To start with, there 
are only four telexes and five international 
telephones in the press center on the second 
story of the marble- floored and paneled 
hotel. 

The telex room, about five by 1 0 feet, has 
taken on the aspect of a United Nations 
barber shop. At any given rime, there may 
be a red-faced German brooding in the 
corner, three Turks talking in their native 
language, an American network star plot- 
ting strategy with his office in New York by 
telex with his entourage looking on, and a 


Gulf reporter in national head dress. 

"Could you please send this for me’* says 
a Japanese reporter to an American news- 
paper reporter sitting near the telex. 

“I am not a telex operator,” snaps the 
American.** Oh. T ra sorry, could you please 
teach me how to get this to Tokyo?" 

The five telephones, set in bronze stalls, 
are as poular as the lunch counter at a foot- 
ball game halftime. The hacks are four deep 
at each. The problem is. the phones, hastily 
installed by the ministry of information, 
only work about every 50th try. 

** Dial a little slower,” suggested a Dutch 
journalist to an American who had changed 
fingers three times while dialing better than 
200 rimes. 

The American casts a withering stare at 
the Dutchman.” I got through to London 
that way yesterday” says the Dutchman 
weakly. Further down the line, a red-nosed 
veteran talks a ways as he hears at British 
reporter saying: ** No, mom, if s not danger- 
ous here. I haven't seen any fighting. 
There's nothing here in Baghdad. If s all 
outside." 

But there is trouble in Baghdad. Repor- 


ters have rushed outside four times this 
week to watch Iran's U.S. made Phantom 
jet fighters make passes on Rashid Military 
Base south of the city. 

If they have time to look, the Iranian 
fighters must be startled to see several 
hundred men standing on their balconies, 
wide-eyed. 

“You guys are crazy.” said a vetran of 
Vietnam. "When 1 hear anti-aircraft fire. I 
hit the deck.” 

Information ministry aides are exasper- 
ated with explaining to reporters that they 
are not used to dealing with so many 
demands on short notice. There are 900 
correspondents waiting in Kuwait and Jor- 
dan for permission to enter Iraq. * “There 
was an Italian woman on the telex today and 
she didn't know how to type, so she was 
going tic tac," said one aide. “This French- 
man was screaming at her and so I tried to 
settle their problem for about 10 minutes 
and everyone started screaming at me, so F-

rhe reporters have all been outfitted at 
the finest sporting goods stores in then- 
countries. There are safari suits that would 


make commandos of the Iraqi para troop 
corps jealous, there are jackets and vests 
with hundreds of flops, pockets and of 
course epaulets and sheepskin trim. Most of 
them carry a treasure of cameras and short 
wave radios in their expensive leather bags. 

rhe prepardness award goes to a reporter 
of a major American newspaper who pro- 
duced a bronze pepper mill at a dusty road- 
side restaurant midway along the 15-hour 
drive to Baghdad across the Syrian desert 
from Jordan.

S. Africa throws out Rhoodie fraud verdict 


BLOEMFONTEIN, South Africa. Sept. 
29 (Agencies) — The South African appeals 
court Monday upheld an appeal by former 
information department 'head Eschel 
Rhoodie and set aside his coavictionand sen- 
tence on fraud charges which followed a 
“slush funds” scandal that rocked the gov- 
ernment. 

Rhoodie has been free on bail since he was 
sentenced to six years, in jail last October 
after being.foupd guilty on five counts of 
misusing secret government funds designed 
to bolster^this white-ruled country’ s image 
overseas. The scandal led to the downfall of 
former Prime Minister John Vorster and 
Rhoodie' s immediate superior. Information 
Minister Connie Mulder. 

Rhoodie, a former journalist, fled the 
country in 1 978 as the scandal unfolded. He 
was extradited from France last year. 

Rhoodie, 50, was alleged to have misap- 
propriated $100,000 while master-minding 
multi-million dollar secret propaganda 
schemes. His attomies told a court hearing 
here in August that his appeal was based on 
the argument that the trial judge had made 
errors including fundamental misinforma- 
tion. 

A condition of Rhoodie's release on bail 
was that he report daily to a police station and 
not leave the Johannesburg-Pretoria area. 
He was allowed to travel to Bloemfontein for 
the appeal hearing, but (fid not take part. 

Rhoodie's first revelations on the extent of 
the “information scandal” — which had 
repercussions in the United States and other 
countries — came in 1978 and 1979 after the 
former information secretary fled abroad. 

He maintained that he had confidential 
dossiers in bank safes in France and Switzer- 
land showing the exact nature of his depart- 
ments activities which involved corruption of 
foreign personalities and the acquisition of a 
controlling stake in foreign and South Afri- 
can newspapers. 

A one-man government commission of 
Judge Anton Mostcrt heard evidence that

ROME. Sept. 29 (R) — The unexpected 
collapse of Prime Minister Francesco Cos~ 
stga's coalition government prompted a hunt 
for party defectors as the Communists hailed 
his downfall as their own victoiy. 

' The six-month-old coalition was toppled 
by one vote in a secret parliamentary ballot 
on Saturday. A chorus of recriminations 
about murky political maneuvers followed 
his surprise downfall. 

The end of Italy's 38 tit postwar govern- 
ment threw Italy into another period of polit- 
ical instability, adding new problems to its 
ailing economy and energy crisis. 

Cossiga s outgoing government, acting 
swiftly Sunday night to protect the lira, 
imposed wide-ranging foreign exchange con- 
trols to limit foreign currency speculation 
against the Italian currency. At the same 
time, the Bank of Italy raised its bank rate 
from 15 to 16.5 per cent. 

Cossiga' s coalition of Christian Democ- 
rats, Socialists and Republicans was defeated 
after a secret ballot on a package of economic 
measures, vehemently opposed by the oppos- 
ition Communist Party. 

Bnt it was the defection of 29 of Cossiga' s 
own supporters which prompted his downfall 
and the search among party ranks for 
““traitors." The Communists celebrated Cos- 
siga's fall as their own victory and party chief 
Enrico Berlinguer said Sunday night the 
country needed a strong government, which 
induded Communists, to cope with the 
national and international crises. 

“If this is denied to us once again, we shall 
remain in opposition and exdude any form of 
cooperation." he said. 

The future of the Italy's new political lead- 
ership was to be discussed later Monday 
when President Sandro Pertini, widely 
respected but sometimes feared for bis inde- 
pendent mind, opens a series of political con- 
sultations. He will first meet his predecessors, 
former presidents Giovanni Leone and 
Giuseppe Saragat. and the speakers of the 
two houses of parliament before consulting 
the leaders of Italy s parliamentary parties on 
Tuesday. 

The president is expected to name a prime 
minister-designate by mid-week. 

Meanwhile the Socialists are refusing to 
reform the coalition which fell on Saturday, 
accusing the Christian Democrats of being 
the source of the 30 who brought it down in 
order to promote the “historic compromise” 
of working with the Communists. 


Effective pain-killer 


Doctors waking up to hypnotism 9 s benefits 
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LONDON. Sept. 29 (OFNS) — There are 
occasionally signs that the medical profession 
is relaxing its traditional hostility to hypnot- 
ism. and that gladdens a growing number of 
physicians who think it might be used to cure 
a host of afflictions. 

For example, psychiatrist Desmond Pond 
said recently in Britain ' s Journal of die Royal 
Society qf Medicine that hypnosis may Deco me 
more generally acceptable as a result of the 
new enthusiasm for yoga, psychedelic drugs, 
and other means of achieving altered sta tes of 
consciousness. That doesn' t mean doctors are 
suddenly about to embrace hypnotism as an 
everyday technique. It has. after all, been 
able available as a pain-killer for 200 years. 

For the first hundred, doctors simply 
refused to accept the evidence. For the sec- 
ond. they have accepted it but are inclined to 
shake their heads and wam about removing 
nature' s warning signal, pain, without finding 
the cause. Hie next moment, they are pre- 
scribing the latest pain-killing drugs. 

The trouble with hypnotism, its adherents 
say. is that it has a bad image. It has figured in 
too much melodrama, too much fraud. And 
stage hypnotism doesn't help. 

Every TV show featuring a hypnotist is 
guaranteed to produce a cascade of letters 
and phone calls, as happened after a demon- 
stration bv hypnotist Martin St. James on the 
BBC's 'Parkinson Show \ 

Such writers and callers can be divided into 
four main categories, [he first, an J much the 
largest, consirs «>f people looking for a hyp- 
notist who will cure them, or their friends or 
relations, of anything from epilepsy to wri- 


ter's cramp. 

The second are those who flatly refuse to 
believe that the performers, put through their 
paces by the hypnotist, were really hypnot- 
ised. The third arc people who accept that the 
performance was genuine, but denounce it as 
degrading, and dangerous. The fourth are 
rival professional hypnotises, offering their 
views, occasionally printable, about what 
they have witnessed. 

The second category can probably be dis- ’ 
posed of right away: There is little doubt 
Martin St. James' s performance was genuine. 

Not so the third category. Getting some- 
body to mine a hen laying a square egg 
scarcely enhances their dignity. The fact that 
they were volunteers, and did not object — 
even retrospectively — also lends some con- 
firmation to the idea that such performances 
are dangerous. 

What was particularly striking about St. 
James' s performance was his ability to induce 
post-hypnotic suggestion, so that at the sound 
of a word or a bar of music the subject — 
though back in the audience and. to all 
appearances, back in his or her right mind — 
would instantly again be entranced. Could 
not the same technique be used for disreput- 
able. perhaps criminal, ends, opponents ask. 

Tbe dangers, though, may be more appar- 
ent than real If they exist, it is astonishing 
that there is no record of hypnosis being 
effectively used for such purposes. 

Stories to the contrary turn out. when 
investigated, to he spurious. For this, several 
explanations have been advanced: one of 
them as the result of an experiment at the 
Salpetriere Hospital in Paris a century ago. 


A girt patient was hypnotised, and told to 
attack one of the students, which she did with 
what appeared to be genuine ferocity. When 
told to remove her clothes, however, she 
came out of her trance, blushing and refused. 
In her trance state, the surmise is, she sensed 
that she was being experimented upon, and 
that consequently she would be prevented 
from doing actual bodily harm. But to 
undress would have violated a taboo, and this 
she could not be hypnotised into doing. 

Whatever the danger, the potential 
benefits of hypnosis far outweigh the hazards. 
Unlikely St. James, though he talked about 
hypnotherapy, did not find a way to demons- 
trate how it can be used not only as a pain- 
killer but as a remover of skin blemishes, as a 
tranquilizer, or ’“sleeping tablets.” 

Now that the links between stress, hyper- 
tension and heart attacks have been estab- 
lished. hypnosis can be used to spare patients 
protracted courses of drugs, physicians say. 

In a letter to the British Medical Journal 
about the difficulties of treating heart 
patients who cannot rest and sleep, Peter 
Nixon, consultant cardiologist at the Charing 
Cross Hospital, has explained that in his 
department “‘many of these 'warriors* are 
dealt with .expertly, and greatly auto- 
hypnosis.” 

More and more general practitioners, it 
seems, are beginning to use hypnotism. But 
the prejudice against it remains powerful, 
and the medical profession is not geared to 
making the most of it. Students get little train- 
ing in psychotherapy, and many of their 
teacher* continue to think of hypnotism as u 
occult craft.
